SUMMARY: THE JUNE RED FLAG HAS STRONGLY DEFENDED STABILITY 
AND UNITY AS NECESSARY FOR THE MODERNIZATION OF CHINA. THIS 
THEME WAS PREVELENT AS WELL IN INCREASED SIGNS OF ACTIVITY 
BY MASS ORGANIZATIONS. IN A NEW ANNOUNCEMENT ON STANDARDIZED 
ROMANIZATION, AND IN THE CELEBRATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
CHILDREN S DAY, WITH THE YOUTH OF CHINA BEING TOLD TO SERVE AS 
THE PARTY DICTATES. IN FOREIGN AFFAIRS, THE PRC MEDIA TURNED ITS 
ATTENTION FROM INDOCHINA TO EOURPE AND SEPCIAFICALLY TO 
PRESIDENT FORD S EUROPEAN TOUR ON WHICH IT PROVIDED HEAVY 
AND FAVORABLE COVERAGE. NEXT WEEK THE FOCUS SHOULD BE ON 
SOUTHEAST ASIA WITH PRESIDENT MARCOS, AUSTRALIAN FONMIN 
WILLESEE AND A THAI PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION ALL DUE IN 
PEKING THIS WEEKEND. END SUMMARY 

1. INTERNAL SCENE 

WITH THE JUNE RED FLAG LEADING OFF WITH A STRONG DEFENSE OF 
"STABILITY AND UNITY" AS A REQUIREMENT FOR MODERNIZING CHINA 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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(HK 6188), THE REGIME CONTINUES TO SEEK TO DAMP DOWN 
CONTENTIOUSNESS IN ORDER TO PROCEED WITH DEVELOPING A MORE 
REGULARIZED APPROACH TO NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. 
THE PORTRAYAL OF NORMALCY WAS GIVEN FURTHER IMPETUS DURING 
THE WEEK WITH INCREASED SIGNS OF ACTIVITY BY MASS ORGANIZATION 
REPRESENTATIVES IN PEKING AND STORIES FROM AN EAST EUROPEAN 
JOURNLAIST THAT THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE WAS MEETING TO DRAFT 
GUIDELINES FOR THESE ORGANIZATIONS. IN ADDITION, NCNA 
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DOMESTIC SERVICE RELEASED A STATE COUNCIL ANNOUNCEMENT THAT 
A STANDARDIZED ROMAIZATION FOR ALL DOCUMENTS WILL BE USED 
FROM SEPTEMBER 1. ADVANCED BY 1958 BUT NEVER FULLY IMPLEMENTED, 
THIS NEW ATTEMPT AT STANDARDIZING ROMANIZATION IS A FURTHER 
SIGN THAT THE REGIME FEELS IT CAN CONCENTRATE ON SETTING 
THINGS IN ORDER UNHANPERED BY POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING. 

2. PEKING HOSTED THE FIRST WESTERN PERFORMING ARTS TROUPE 
SINCE THE VISIT OF THEPHILADELPHIA SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA IN 1973, 
PRESUMABLY SIGNALLING THE END OF WHATEVER REMAINED OF THE 
CONTROVERSY OVER WESTERN MUSIC WHICH REAGED EARLY IN LAST YEAR'S 
ANTI-LIN/CONFUCIUS CAMPAIGN (WR 3, HK 0630, JANUARY 16, 1974). 

IN LEADING THE TURNOUT FOR THE OPENING PERFORMANCE BY AN 
AUSTRALIAN CHOIR, FEMALE VICE 

PREMIER WU KUEI-KSIEN RAISED MORE QUESTIONS ABOUT THE 
STATUS OF CULTURAL LEADER CHIANG CHING WHO REMAINS OUT OF 
SIGHT (WR 22). IN TE PROVINCES , A NEW PARTY FIRST SECRETARY/ 
REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN, CHAO HSIN-CHU , WAS NAMED 
IN HUPEH BRINGING THE NUMER OF IDENTIFIED PROVINCE CHIEF 
VANCIES DOWN TO THREE- ANHWEI, LIAONING, AND TSINGHAI- 
THE BEST SHAPE LEADERSHIP HAS BEEN IN AT THIS LEVEL SINCE THE 
TRANSFER OF MILITARY REGION COMMANDERS IN DECEMBER 1973.

FURTHER EMPHASIZING STABILITY, THE REGIME HAS MOVED QUICKLY 
TO DAMPEN A BUDDING CONTROVZISY IN EDUCATION, AN EXPLOSIVE 
ISSUE WHICH HELPED LAUNCH THE ANTI-LIN/CONFUCIUS CAMPAIGN 
LAST YEAR. A SHENYANG COLLEGE, WHERE A TWO-LINE STRUGGLE 
BETWEEN AN ELITIST AND A NON-ELITIST VIEW OF EDUCATION HAD 
BEEN PROPOUNDED, HAS NOW OPTED FOR THE NON-ELITIST LINE 
(RADIO LIAONING MAY 27). WHEN COLLEGE ENROLLMENT CRANKS UP 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THIS SUMMER, THE CONTROVERSY COULD FLARE UP AGAIN OVER ANY 
SIGNS OF AN UPGRADING OF ACADEMIC STANDARDS (HK 6062).

4. INTERNATIONAL CHILDREN'S DAY (JUNE 1) BROUGH FORTH SOME 
HARD-HITTING PRONOUNCMENTS ON THE REGIME'S CONCERN FOR ITS 
YOUTH QUOTING CHAIRMAN MAO THAT TRAINING REVOLUTIONARY 
SUCCESSORS IS "A MATTER OF LIFE AND DATH", A JUNE 1 

PEOPLE'S DAILY ARTICLE WARNED OF THE PARTICULAR SUSCEPTIBILITY 
OF YOUTH TO THE CORRUPTING TACTICS OF RACTIONARY ELEMENTS. 

A RECENT PROVINCIAL NEWS EDITORIAL (RADIO SHANTUNG MAY 28) 

ALSO QUOTED THE CHAIRMAN AS ASERTING THAT YOUTH MSUST STTUGGLE 
FOR A LONG TIME TO CONTRBUTE TO CHINA' ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, 
PARTICULARLY BY SERVICE IN THE COUNTRYSIDE. THE EMPHASIS FOR 
YOUTH IS CLEARLY ON BLIND OBEDIENCE. THERE IS NO MENTION 
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OF WANG HUNG- WEN'S 1973 PARTY CONGRESS DICTUM ON THE RIGHTS 
OF THE MASSES TO CRITICIZE OR OPPOSE POLICY, RATHER : " WE 
(YOUTH) MUST BE PARPATED TO LET THE PARTY DETERMINE HOW TO 
SPEND OUR YEARS, DOING WHATEVER IOB THE PARTY WANTS US TO 
DO " UNCLASSIFIED 

5. UNITED STATES 

PRC MEDIA, BOTH IN HONG KONG AND PEKING, HAVE PROVICED HEAVY 
AND APPROVING COVERAGE TO PRESIDENT FORD S EUROPEAN VISIT. 

PRC MEDIA NORMALLY AWAIT THE END OF SUCH A VISIT BEFORE 
COMMENTING, BUT NCNA DEPARTED FROM THIS PRACTCE AND HAS 
PROVICED DAILY REPORTS ON THE PRESIDENT'S TOUR. THE NCNA 
QUOTES FROM THE PRESIDENT'S STATMMENTS WHILE IN BRUSSELS 
HEAVILY REFLECTED THE PRC'S OWN INTERESTS- NATO AS THE CORNER- 
STONE OF US POLICY, THE NEED FOR A CONTINUED STRONG NATO

6. PEKING ALSO PROVIDED HIGH-LEVEL ATTENTION TO THE AMERICAN 
SOCIETY OF NEWSPAPER EDITORS' DELEGATION CURRENTLY IN PEKING. 
THE EDITORS HAD LONG TALKS WITH SENIOR VICE PREMIER TENG 
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HSIAO-PING AND FONMIN CHIAO. ACCORDING TO NEWS REPORTS, 

TENG WELCOMED THE PRESIDENT'S FORTHCOMING VISIT TO PEKING 
"WHETHER HE HAS ANYTHING SUBSTANTIAL TO DISCUSS OR NOT" AND

IN TANDEM WITH ITS COVERAGE OF PRESIDENT FORD'S EUROPEAN 
TOUR, NCNA CARRIED A NUMBER OF ARTICLES DURING THE PAST WEEK 
IN ALL OF WHICH THE UNDERLYING THEME WAS EUROPEAN UNITY. NCNA 
CARRIED THREE SEPARATE REPORTS OF THE NATO SUMMIT MEETING, 

PLUS A REPORT ON NATO NAVAL MANEUVERS NEAR PORTUGAL. OTHER 
REPORTING INCLUDED THE WEST EUROPEAN UNION'S CALL FOR GREATER 
COOPERATION IN WEST EUROPEAN POLITICAL UNION AND COMMON DEFENSE, 
THE OECD MINISTERS' MEETING IN PARIS "AT A TIME WHEN THE

8. SOUTHEAST ASIA 

AFTER THE RECENT ATTENTION THE PRC GAVE TO ITS SUPPORT FOR 
REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENTS IN SOUTHEAST ASIA, PEKING WILL HAVE 
AMPLE OPPORTUNITY TO DEMONSTRATE ITS GROWING INTEREST IN 
IMPROVING STATE-TO-STATE RELATIONS WITH ITS SOUTHEAST ASIAN 
NEIGHBORS DURING THE NEXT FEW DAYS. ON JUNE 7, PHILIPPINE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PRESIDENT MARCOS AND HIS WIFE ARE SLATED TO BEGIN A FOUR-DAY 
VISIT TO CHINA, AND THE HONG KONG PRC-OWNED TA KUNG PAO HAS 
ALREADY CONFIDENTLY CARRIED A REUTERS REPORT THAT NORMALIZATION 
OF SINO-PHILIPPINE RELATIONS WILL BE ANNOUNCED JUNE 12, THE 
DAY AFTER MARCOS RETURNS TO MANILA. IN ADDITION, AUSTRALIAN 
FONMIN WILLESEE IS SCHEDULED TO PAY A JUNE 6-12 VISIT TO CHINA, 

THE FIRST STOP ON HIS FOUR-NATION TOUR, WHICH WILL TAKE HIM 
TO JAPAN AND BOTH NORTH AND SOUTH KOREA. A THAI DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY DELEGATION HAS JUST CONCLUDED ITS VISIT TO THE PRC, AND 
REPORTS FROM BANGKOK INDICATE THAT THAI FONMIN CHATCHAI HAS 
NOTIFIED THE PRC OF THAILAND'S DESIRE TO NORMALIZE RELATIONS 
DURING HIS PROPOSED TRAVEL TO PEKING IN LATE JUNE. MEANWHILE, 

A SECOND AND LARGER THAI PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION IS PREPARING 
FOR THE TREK TO PEKING (NCNA AND TA KUNG PAO, JUNE 1-3).

9. INDOCHINA 

AS INDICATED (PARAS 5 AND 7), THE US AND WESTERN EUROPE HAVE 
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OVERTAKEN INDOCHINA DURING THE WEEK SO FAR AS THE PRC MEDIA 
ATTENTION WAS CONCERNED. NCNA HAD VIRTUALLY NO COVERAGE, 

NOT EVEN REPLAYS OF FOREIGN REPORTS, OF VIETNAMESE OR 
CAMBODIAN EVENTS. NCNA REPORTING ON LAOS WAS LARGELY 
LIMITED TO REPLAYS OF PATHET LAO MATERIALS EXCEPT FOR ONE 
CORRESPONDENT ARTICLE. THIS ARTICLE CLAIMED LAOTIAN PEOPLE'S 
VICTORIES IN HALTING US INTERFERENCE, COUNTERING "ULTRA- 
RIGHTISTS SUPPRESSION OF THE PEOPLE," AND CAUSING THE WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE "US ESPIONAGE NETWORK." THE ARTICLE INDICATED THAT 
US PLOTS HAD FAILED WITH THE DISINTEGRATION OF VANG PAO'S 
"US-FOSTERED SPECIAL FORCES" AND THE FORCED CLOSURE OF USAID. 
PERHAPS DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE LATTER, THE LAOTIAN VICE 
MINISTER OF ECONOMY AND PLANNING IS CURRENTLY IN PEKING 
WITH A DELEGATION, PRESUMABLY TO DISCUSS PRC AID TO LAOS 
(NCNA, MAY 28-JUNE 3). LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 

10. JAPAN 

THE JAPAN SOCIALIST PARTY HAD TO PRESS THE CHINESE IN ORDER 
TO OBTAIN PRC AGREEMENT FOR INCLUSION OF STANDARD JSP LINES 
CRITICAL OF THE US MILITARY PRESENCE IN JAPAN IN THE JSP PRC 
JOINT COMMUNIQUE SIGNED LAST MONTH (TOKYO 7245). AS GUESSED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AT THE TIME (HK 5286), THE INCLUSION OF SUCH RHETORIC IN 
SUPPORT OF THE JSP POSITIONS WAS THE QUID PRO QUO REQUIRED 
OF PEKING IN RETURN FOR JSP SUPPORT OF THE ANTI-HEGEMONY 
CLAUSE IN THE PROPOSED CHINA- JAPAN PEACE TREATY. THUS, 

THE PRC CONTINUES TO TAKE PUBLIC POSITIONS WHICH ARE NOT IN 
CONSONANCE WITH ITS PRIVATE VIEWS WHEN IT BELIEVES THAT A 
MORE IMMEDIATE INTEREST IS TO BE SERVED. CONFIDENTIAL 

11. HONG KONG 

AMNESTY: ON JUNE 2, THE HONG KONG GOVERNMENT GRANTED THE 
TEN ELDERLY EX-"KMT WAR CRIMINALS" SEEKING TO ENTER TAIWAN 
A MONTH'S EXTENSION OF STAY, THEIR FOURTH EXTENSION SINCE 
ARRIVING FROM CHINA APRIL 14. ACCORDING TO NEWS REPORTS, AT 
THE TIME OF THEIR APPLICATIONS THE MEN HAD LETTERS OF 
RECOMMENDATION WRITTEN BY ROBERT DER, CHAIRMAN OF THE PRO- 
KMT KOWLOON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. DER, WHO SAID HE WAS ACTING 
IN A "PERSONAL CAPACITY", HAS ALSO BEEN CITED AS STATING 
THAT THE OLD SOLDIERS WILL NOT BE REQUIRED TO MAKE A DECLARATION 
OF THEIR STATUS (I.E., DEMONSTRATING THEIR ANTI-COMMUNIST 
STANCE) WHILE IN HONG KONG. MEANWHILE, THE PRC MEDIA ARE 
KEEPING UP THEIR CRITICAL COMMENTARIES ATTACKING TAIWAN'S 
OBSTRUCTIONIST TACTICS AND REFUSAL TO ACCEPT THE OLD SOLDIERS.

12. GRC SPY FOILED AGAIN: ON MAY 27, HKG AUTHORITIES SENTENCED 
KMT "SPY" NG SHING-WING TO SIX MONTHS IMPRISONMENT AND 
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REDEPORTATION. NG. WHO USES A STRING OF ALIASES AND WAS IN 
POSSESSION OF FORGED MACAU AND HONG KONG ID'S, REPORTEDLY 
SLIPPED INTO THE COLONY IN DECEMBER, 1974 TO WORK WITH A 
GRC INTELLIGENCE NETWORK CHARGED WITH OBTAINING INFORMATION 
ON PRC POLICIES. IT WAS THE SECOND CAPTURE FOR THE 52- YEAR- 
OLD NG, WHO ALONG WITH 25 OTHER TAIWAN AGENTS WAS DEPORTED 
FROM HONG KONG IN JUNE, 1967. UNCLASSIFIED 

13. KOREA 

PRC MEDIA HAVE CONTINUED TO PROVIDE EXTENSIVE COVERAGE OF 
KIM IL-SUNG’S ACTIVITIES AND TRAVELS ABROAD WHICH THUS FAR 
HAVE TAKEN THE NORTH KOREAN LEADER TO ROMANIA, ALGERIA, 
MAURITANIA AND BULGARIA ON A PRC AIRPLANE. THE MEDIA 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REPORTS HAVE TENDED TO FOCUS ON EVIDENCE OF FOREIGN SUPPORT 
FOR KIM'S PROPOSALS FOR THE KOREAN REUNIFICATION ALONG PEACEFUL 
LINES (NCNA, MAY 28-JUNE 3). UNCLASSIFIED
